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Stirring Meeting at Oslo 


The Seventh Conference of the In- 
ternational Union against Tubercu- 
losis held at Oslo, Norway, August 
11 to 15, was most inspiringly opened 
on August 12 by a brilliant cantata 
sung to Grieg’s “Spring,” by famous 
Norwegian musicians accompanied by 
a symphony orchestra. Dignity was 
added to the occasion by the royal 
presence of the King and Queen and 
the Crown Prince and Princess. Ac- 
cording to the reports of our dele- 
gates this stirring introduction to the 
meeting was indicative of the excep- 
tionally excellent program of the 
three days’ meeting. 


About 600 delegates attended from 
thirty-two countries. Over fifty 
American delegates, including their 
families, were present. Members of 
the Council of the Union and alter- 
nates from the United States were 
Dr. Eugene L. Opie, Dr. Kendall 
Emerson, and Dr. Willard B. Soper. 
Dr. Selskar Gunn and Dr. Ray W. 
Matson, who had planned to attend, 
were unable to be present. 

Dr. Opie also attended the meet- 
ings of the Executive Committee of 
which he is a member. The Council 
reelected him to this important posi-

That Christmas Seals are achieving 
worldwide recognition was clearly 
shown at a conference held in Paris 
in June under the auspices of the 
Comité National De Defense Contre 
La Tuberculose, which was attended 
by Mr. Jacobs representing the asso- 
ciations of the United States 
ada. 

lnceting, reports on the use of 
Christmas seals in various countries 
were presented by delegates from 
France, Germany, Portugal, Switzer- 
land, Poland, Sweden, Denmark; 
Norway, the United States, Holland 
and several other countries. 

The French Christmas seals have 
had a phenomenal growth in the last 
five years and now cover not only 
France but all the leading French 
provinces. The sale is under the di: 
rection of M. Lucien Viborel, who 
was largeiy responsible for calling the 
Congress in Paris. 

Most of the Christr:as Seals are 
also postage stamps witha surcharge 
for tubercuicsi; or other forms of so- 
cial work. There are less than ten 
countries at the present having non- 
postal hesit) or social ‘work seals.’' 

Plans were discussed for organiz- 
ing a permanent bureau of seals, but 
after consideration, it was decided to 
delay such organization for the time 
being.

Report Out on 1930 
E. D.C. 


Increasingly successful was the 
1930 Early Diagnosis Campaign as 
seen in the report of this third cam- 
paign recently issued. The report 
was prepared by the Committee on 
Health Education of the National 
Conference of Tuberculosis Secretar- 
ies, consisting of Frank Kiernan, 
chairman, George C. Rowell, secre- 
tary; Miss Erle Chambers; Dr. Iago 
Galdston; Will Ross, and Dr. J. A. 
Myers and Dr. Henry D. Chadwick 
as medical advisory members. 

The Committee feels that the pub- 
lic was not only responsive to the 
campaign but that it was made aware 
of the existence of the childhood type 
of tuberculosis through the great em- 
phasis placed on the slogan “Protect 
Them from Tuberculosis.” 

Supplies furnished free by the Na- 
tional Association to state associations 
included 7,100 copies of the publicity 
manual, 2,000 illustrated folders with 
samples, 1,500 copies of ‘Childhood 
Type of Tuberculosis,” and 6,565 
billboard posters. In addition, about 
163,000 pamphlets were furnished 
free to national agencies, such as in- 
surance companies. A subsidy of $1,- 
295 by the National Association en- 
abled the state associations to purchase 
initial copies of the motion picture at 
a reduced price. 

House organ publications used over 
60 cuts, and three especially prepared 
stories were sent to 172 publications 
with the request that one or more 
be used. Six hundred and fifty radio 
broadcasting stations were solicited 
and furnished with brief radio talks. 
Dr. Linsly R. Williams opened the 
campaign at 7:45 p. m., March 31 
over station WEAF and its associated 
stations. 

Twenty-four editions of “Diag- 
nostigrams” were sent out. One of 
the most far reaching contributions 
toward the publicity was undoubtedly 
the full page advertisement devoted 
to childhood tuberculosis under the 
topic “Prevent in Time” of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany. It was estimated that this ad- 
vertisement which appeared in popu- 
lar magazines caught the eye of from 
forty to fifty million readers. 

While the participation of the state 
and local associations was not 100 per 
cent complete there was an increase 
among the locals and a total of 44

tion. Dr. Opie was also honored by 
being asked to preside over the for- 
mal session Friday morning at which 
Dr. His presented the report on the 
teaching of tuberculosis to students 
and doctors. 

Of special interest was the enthu- 
siastic reception given to Professor A. 
Calmette of Paris at the Wednesday 
morning meeting when his paper on 
“BCG Vaccination against Tubercu- 
losis” was received with great ac- 
claim by representatives from all of 
the ten participating countries. Dr. 
William H. Park represented the 
United States in the formal discus- 
sion of this paper. In the period for 
informal discussion, Dr. Camille 
Kereszturi, who is Dr. Park’s assis- 
tant in the actual administration of 
BCG in New York City, described 
her work among children. 

Excellent reports in three lan- 
guages were printed on all three of 
the questions that were discussed at 
the three sessions, the other two (be- 
sides Dr. Calmette’s paper) being 
“Thoracoplasty in the Treatment of 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis,” and “The 
Teaching of Tuberculosis to Students 
and Doctors.” 

Two receptions of note were held. 
On Thursday afternoon King Haa- 
kon VII received the members of the 
Council of the Union at the Palace. 
A reception for all delegates was held 
Tuesday at the Akerhus castle where 
a buffet supper was served in the 
huge rooms of that ancient fortress 
whose foundations were laid by King 
Haakon V about the year 1300. 

Most attractive souvenir books 
were given to the delegates. One of 
them was a brief illustrated account 
of health work in Norway, another 
was a beautifully printed souvenir 
telling of the anti-tuberculosis work 
done in that country. It contains il- 
lustrations, statistical tables, a series 
of all their Christmas seals, and a 
delightfully illustrated appendix. 

The next meeting of International 
Union will be held in 1932 in Hol- 
land.

Where Do Your High 
Schools Stand? 


“All departments in a secondary 
school should contribute to health ed- 
ucation,” states the 1928 Year Book 
of the Department of Superintendence 
of the National Education Associa- 
tion,, on ‘The Development ot the 
High School Curriculum.” Do they 
in your high school ? 

The growth of high school enrol- 
ment within the past few years has 
been phenomenal. Between 1921 and 
1926 the increase for the entire coun- 
try was 70%. ‘The student body of 
the present day is drawn from every 
group in the community, with corre- 
sponding diversity of background, ca- 
pacity and future prospect, and a 
high school education now means 
training for good citizenship, and not 
merely preparation for college. 
Health education in the high school 
cannot be taught by the same meth- 
ods used in elementary schools but 
the opportunities for developing 
healthful living on the part of high 
school students is very great. 

The Child Health Education De- 
partment of the National Tubercu- 
losis Association through its high 
school health consultant service makes 
available expert assistance to high 
schools interested in solving the 
knotty health problems involved in 
the secondary schools,

Social Research 


At the meeting of the Advisory 
Committee on Social Research held 
Scepiember 13 it was voted to conduct 
three research subjects during the 
coming aadsmic year. One is to be 
umt study concerning the 
mo tality of tuberculosis among young 
women. A study has been conducted 
the past year in New York City and 
this year’s study will be in Detroit. 
Another topic for research is a study 
of what happens to patients after they 
leave the sanatorium. The field work 
will probably be done in some sana- 
torium in Maryland as the Fellow, 
William F, Lawrence, who is to 
make this study, will be a graduate 
student at Johns Hopkins. The third 
topic for study will be a study of 
Proper record forms for clinics and 
methods of procedure in keeping such 
records. It is planned to write a 
manual which will set forth standard 
forms and methods. This study will 
be made by Alvin E. Belden, M. D. 


The National TVUurnament 


Schools in 22 states won 2,240 cer- 
tificates, 1,050 blue seals, and 26+ 
gold seals for high standing in the 


Modern Health Crusade during the 


past year. These honors were awarded 
by the National Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion. Indiana tops the list with the 
greatest number of successful con- 
testants, and Illinois, Iowa, Maine 
and Pennsylvania follow close on her 
heels. Iowa, however, has the great- 
est number of gold seal winners, 
which means that for three consecu- 
tive years 138 Iowa schools have 
maintained high Crusade standards. 
Maine stands first in blue seal win- 
ners, which means that 214 Maine 
schools for two consecutive years have 
won National recognition for fine 
Crusade work.

Silver Cup Contests End 


After ten years 1930 marks the 
close of the series of Silver Cup Con- 
tests begun in 1920 to stimulate the 
interest of schools throughout the 
country in the Modern Health Cru- 
sade. The nine trophies donated to 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
for this purpose, have each been won 
three times by the victorious contes- 
tant and have become the permanent 
property of that school unit (county, 
city or state as the case may be). 

This year, Ames, Iowa, for the 
third time has been awarded the 
School Health Service Cup and be- 
comes its permanent owner. La- 
Grange County, Indiana, made a 
splendid record in this contest and 
deserves high commendation for its 
excellent health service program. 

The County Crusade Cup becomes 
the permanent property of Crawford 
County, Iowa, with a record of 
8714% of the school population qual- 
ifying as first class Modern Health 
Crusaders. 

The Chivalric Cup goes to Idaho. 
Last year this state staged a wonder- 
ful comeback. In 1921 this cup was 
won by Idaho. Since then, Iowa, 
Florida, Indiana, have won the tro- 
phy, until in 1929, Idaho again 
forged to the front rank. This year 
she still holds first place and becomes 
the permanent possessor of the cup.

Supply Service Notes 


‘TEACHER’S INVENTORY WELL 
RECEIVED 


The Teacher’s Inventory of Health 
Assets, a four-page record designed as 
an aid to teachers in evaluating the 
health conditions in schoolroom and 
community, seems to be meeting a 
great need. The first edition of 100,- 
000 has been exhausted and a second 
hundred thousand have now been 
printed. Comments and criticisms 
from those in the field using the In- 
ventory are earnestly requested by the 
Child Health Education Service of 
the National Tuberculosis Association 
so that it may be improved in the 
light of this year’s experience. 


“‘Buy Christmas Seals’’ 
Questionnaire in Indiana 


To determine what factories were 
doing in health work a questionnaire 
was sent out to 142 industries by the 
Lake County Tuberculosis Associa- 
tion, Indiana, of which association 
Miss Marion McCorquodale, R. N. 
is executive secretary. Ninety-eight, 
or 69 per cent, of the factories to 
whom the questionnaire was sent re- 
plied. In these industries 43,068 men 
and 1,885 women, a total of 44,953, 
were employed. An explanation of 
why a greater number of men is em- 
ployed is found in the fact that this 
section is the center of a large steel 
industry. It was found that only one 
industry has a hospital, eight have 
dispensaries, and 69 first aid rooms. 
While 69 represents only 70 per cent 
of the number of industries replying, 
more than 70 per cent of the employ- 
ees would have access to a first aid 
room, for it is in the small industries 
employing few people that they do 
not have this facility. There are five 
full time and six part time physicians, 
and 62 of the industries have physi- 
cians on call. Thirteen graduate 
nurses are employed in these factories 
out of a total of 15 nurses. Twenty 
of the industries have an agreement 
with hospitals covering injuries and 
sickness, and 17 have an employees’ 
benefit association. According to the 
figures, 77 industries keep a record 
of accidents and sickness. Slightly 
less than half the industries indicated 
an interest in health literature, or 
bulletins, and a fewer number were 
interested in posters, hygiene, noon 
talks, and pictures. 


“Buy Christmas Seals’’———- 
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Increase Through Health Bonds 


There was an increase of $1,500 in the 
returns from the 1929 Christmas Seal 
Campaign in Monroe County New York, 
due to the sale of Health Bonds. Not- 
withstanding general business depression 
and a local $600,000 hospital building 
campaign which was carried on during 
the first week of December, the Health 
Bond Sale brought about this increase. 

The Bond Sale was introduced as an 
annual campaign procedure in 1923 when 
the County Health Committee was organ- 
ized in the rural and suburban districts 
adjacent to Rochester, New York. Present 
population numbers about 92 000, the largest 
village population under 6,000. Daily 
city newspapers reach some residents. 
There are 11 weekly village newspapers. 
The first Health Bond Prospect list was 
composed of the names of property owners 
taxed for $10000 or more, according to 
the records of the County Treasurer, to- 
gether with others chosen from the exist- 
ing Seal list and by local chairmen. An- 
nual changes are made from the telephone 
book. the Seal list and by the chairmen. 

The personal solicitation is carried on 
in nineteen townships by twenty-two 
chairmen many of whom accept the re- 
sponsibility year after year. They are 
chosen after careful consideration and 
usually after consultation with the Health 
Officer. Their interest is enlisted and 
their acceptance cf office secured by means 
of a personal visit. A prospect list which 
includes both individuals and organiza- 
tions is prepared for each town and is 
referred every year to the chairman for 
revision. The conduct of the Health Bond 
Sale and the sales’ methods which have 
been successfully used in the various 
towns of the county are discussed at length 
with the chairmen upon appointment. A 
canvassing committee so large that each 
member need see no more than twenty 
prospects is chosen by the chairman. Two 
weeks before the opening of the campaign 
the County Chairman writes to the local 
chairmen and requests a list of names of 
their assisting committee members. This 
helps to assure their early appointment, 
and makes possible an acknowledgment of 
service through the press at the begin- 
ning of the campaign, and a personal let- 
ter from the Chairman of the County 
Health Committee at the close of the cam- 
paign. A week before Thanksgiving the 
Association Bulletin for November, which 
contains a complete report of the year’s 
work, is mailed to every prospective 
health bond purchaser. 


The campaign meeting of the County 
Health Committee is held about Novem- 
ber 15th. It takes the form of a luncheon 
or dinner and is devoted to the stimulation 
of interest in the raising of funds, and to 
a review of campaign plans. 

At this time campaign supplies are dis- 
tributed to the chairmen in two packages. 
Besides the usual National Tuberculosis 
Association publicity materials, the sup- 
plies for each town include a carefuliy 
calculated number of Health Bonds and a 
sufficient number of Christmas Seals so 
that two hundred may be delivered to the 
purchaser of each Health Bond—a mimeo- 
graphed outline of the Health Bond Cam- 
paign procedure—some2 Iccalized talking 
points, and the revised prospect list. For 
the convenience of the chairmen and can- 
vassers personal appeal cards, each one 
bearing the typewritten name and address 
of a Bond prospect. are also included. 
The posters are wrapped in one package 
—the rest of the supplies in the other. A 
list of the enclosed articles is pasted on 
the outside of the second package. 

Small success has attended our efforts to 
procure daily reports from the chairmen. 
The heaviest returns are received from 
the third day to the fifth day of the cam- 
paign although checks are sent in by the 
chairmen until Christmas after which time 
most of the pledged amounts are mailed 
to the office by the contributor. The office 
relieves the chairmen of responsibility 
and directs the follow-up of pledges 
whenever requested and as a regular 
procedure after January Ist. 

There are valuable by-products of this 
method of securing contributions. A rapid 
growth of health interest throughout the 
county and the development of local health 
leadership in small communities are out- 
standing results. It is obvious that a can- 
vasser to secure a contribution of $5.00 
or more through a personal appeal en- 
dorses the work, helps to keep alive a con- 
tinued interest in the program, and is 
ready to lend assistance in all local health 
activities proposed by the Association for 
which the appeal is made. The Health 
Bond Sale has made possible a strong 
and loyal organization which conducts a 
strictly educational program carefully co- 
ordinated with the work of other health 
and educational agencies.
